Sheriff's deputies said they 
found wire and electric detonat- 
ing equipment near the gouge, 
estimated to have been caused by 
the blast of at least 50 pounds of

U. S. Hospital 


Will Close 
At Dublin 


Constitution State News Service 

DUBLIN, Nov. 30—Cong. Carl 
Vinson, of the Sixth District, ‘has 
advised the Chamber of -Com- 
merce here that the U. S. Naval 
Hospital will be deactivated early 
in February, and that the MclIn- 
tyre Research Laboratory for 
rheumatic fever will be trans- 
ferred to the Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station. 

The Congressman stated further 
that as soon as personnel can be 
assembled the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration will bring veteran patients 
to the Dublin facility. Veterans of 
all wars will be treated at. the 
hospital, Rep. Vinson said. 


The U. S. Naval Hospital was 
commissioned here in January, 
1945, and since that time hun- 
dreds of young men have been 
treated here, most of them having 
Been brought in by Navy hospital 
planes. In May of 1946 the Mc- 
Intyre Research Unit, one of four 
of its kind in the world, was com- 
missioned with Admiral Ross T.

‘In the front yard of a house near one of the smashed buildings 
I saw this man and his son standing by a beautiful birch tree, its 
trunk white against the gloom of the day. The father had an axe. 


I knew instantly, with a sort of intuition, what they were about 
to do. This was their only tree and they loved it, for it was a 
beautiful one. But, they also were cold. Perhaps there was a child 
or a sick persor inside. One could surmise about that. But the 
two there before their house were real. It was as if they were 
saying goodbye to the tree. vi 

I did not want to stand and watch. So, I walked on far down 
ihe road. When I came back the three was down and they were 
cutting its branches off, carefully saving each of them, no matter 
how small. 

Somehow it was one of the saddest things I had ever seen, and 
I find myself remembering it and the father and son standing, be- 
side it, looking at it before they put it to the axe. 

Yet, it illustrates how lacking are the essentials of life. 


The Germans “are eating a food ration which is barely 
above the starvation level. There is no one starving, 
but there is chronic hunger and many diseases find it easy to get 
into their bodies. They are desperately short of fats, such as 
butter, lard or oil, and of sweets. 

The médical office of our Army has carried out mass weigh- 
ings of the Germans in the American Zone, and they find them all 
from 10 to 17 pounds below the minimum weights for persons in 
the various age groups. These weights are those which-the medi- 
cal authorities set up as necessary for health. They are fearful 


about the Winter. 

Coal There is a little more coal this year for civilians, and con- 
siderably more for industry, although it still is short. 

That increase in coal production was gained in an unusual way. 

The German people do not have the strength, on their ration of 

food, to do any hard, continuous work. The coal miners simply 

couldn’t dig coal all day on what they were being fed. 

They were given an incentive ration, a box of food every week, 
in addition to their daily allowance. This failed to get any increase 
in production b@cause the men simply took it home and gave it to 
their-wives and children. 

Officials then started feeding extra rations in dining rooms set 
up at the mines and production immediately increased, 

_ Now, they are giving an incentive box of food and other items to 
each miner who, for four weeks, keeps his production up to the 


established quota. 
Defeat There is a great lethargy upon the people, physically and 
spiritually, Defeat has reduced them to the status which 
we all wished for them, when the Hitler machine was crushing out 
lives and shaking ‘the foundations of the world. Yet, seeing them, 
and witnessing what our Army wants to do, one knows the Germans 
are worth saving if they can only be trained along the democratic 
way. -They have much to give the world and, while the older ones 


'may be hopeless, there are the young men and women who were 


the backbone of the war machine and who will be the leaders of the 
future. 

And there are the younger children who are coming along to 
inherit what leadership develops out of these trying years. 

To see these children, many of them wearing wooden sandals in 
Winter; their thin legs red and bare of stockings: their clothes shab- 
b: and worn, is to see something which will touch the heart. 

I hope some way can be found to re-make them and re-train 
them,

It was from this start that the atomic bomb which fell on Hiro- 
shima was developed. It was the beginning of a new era for 
mankind which can only be called the Atomic Age. 

Today the world stands at the crossroads. In one direction, via 
the insanity of war, looms mutual self-destruction of the nations, 
of the people, and ultimate reversion to another primitive era. 

In the other direction lies a world of living so superior to any 
man has known that it passes imagination. If man can avoid war, 
the energy of nuclear fission can be harnessed as power, as healer, 
as source of undreamed blessings that can lift man’s way of life 
to heights of realization staggering in their ‘range. 

But of that, more later. 


The chronology of the slory of development of 
Chronology the atom is packed with interest. 

From a statement isued on behalf of the University of Chicago, 
from which I garner my facts for this and a subsequent column, I 
learn that Democritus, the Greek philosopher, as early as 400 B. C., 
proposed an atomic theory. 

A little more than three centuries later, in. 79 B. C., a Roman 
philosopher, Lucretius, expounded an atomic theory. 

The next step diant come for a long time. In 1789 A. D., a 
German scientist named Klaproth, isolated a substance he named 
uranium, 

Then, in 1895, another German, Ronigen, discovered X-rays. 
The famous French scientific team of husband and wife, Marie 
and Pierre Curie made their contribution with their discovery, 
i» 1898, of radium and polonium. 

Then, one by one, the scientists of the world advance one step 
after another, 

It was not until 1939 that the theory of the release of enormous 
quantities of energy by the splitting of the uranium atom, was 
ee xpounded. 

Einstein’s famous “theory of relativity” had contributed to the 
atomic research as early as 1905 and, in the fall of 1939, a letter 
of his to President Roosevelt, suggesting that government encour- 
agement be given work on nuclear fission, had much to do with 
the start of the work which resulted in the atomic bombs. 

It. was in 1940 that the National Defense Research Committee 
was organized and took over the uranium research project. In 
1941 the Office of Scientific Research and Development took over 
the uranium project. 

In 1942 came the historic event at Stagg Field, Chicago, with 
its anniversary for tomorrow. 

The rest is history. On July 16, 1945, the first atomic bomb was 
successfully exploded in New Mexico, On the following August 6 
the first military atomic bomb was dropped on Hiroshima, Japan. 

And a new age had dawned. |

The Remington Rand Company 
has asked the NLRB to hold an 
election in its plants to determine 
what union represents the nrajor- 
ity of its 10,000 workers. These 
workers are now organized in the 
electrical workers’ union, But the 
Workers is not 
only the third biggest union in the 
CIO. It is also the largest Com- 
munist-dominated union in the 
country. Largely because if they 
did so most of them would be 
clapped into jail on perjury 
charges, the officers of the UEW 
have refused to sign the Taft-Hart- 
ley Law’s non-Communist affi- 
davits. 


THERE SEEMS little doubt that 
the Congress intended that any 
union whose officers refused to 
sign the affidavits could have no 
place on the ballot in an NLRB 
election, Thus, if the NLRB or- 
ders an election in the Remyggton 
Rand plants, and if the UE is 
denied a place on the ballot, the 
resulting election will obviously 
be strictly on the Balkan pattern, 
The thousands of workers who 
belong to the United Electrical 
Workers could not vote for the 
union of which they are members. 


In this curious Balkan-type 
election, two things could hap- 
pen.

Both sides could depend on 
their economic strength alone te 
protect thelr interests. That 
might lead te the worst kind of 
trouble. The Remington Rand 
Company, which created the 
hated “Mohawk Valley Formu- 
la” to fight the CIO in the 
early days, is not known for its 
tender regard for labor unions, 
On the other hand, the Commnu- 
nists who run the UEW are as. 
ruthless as Communists general- 
ly are. Thus the end result 
might well be a fierce and 
bloody trial of strength outside 
the law. 4 


Certainly this is not what the 
framers of the Taft-Hartley Law 
intended. That is why there is 
considerable sentiment on the La- 
bor Board that the law should be 
so interpreted as to allow the non- 
Communist affidavits. In certain 
cases such a ruling would actually 
protect the interests of employers. 
It would prevent jurisdictional 
strikes between rival unions, one 
of which had not signed the affi- 
davits and thus, for the Labor 
Board’s purposes, did not legally 
exist. But this interpretation of 
the law would require much fi- 
nagling with the clear Congres- 
sional intent, and NLRB Counsel 
Robert Denham is known to op- 
pose it. 


THE BASIC issue—whether the 


labor act is ‘constitutional—will 
eventually be decided by the Su- 
prere Court. No one knows, of 
course, how that body will decide. 
But it can certainly be argued that 


the wording of the law, which re 


} 


quires a union officer to swear 
that he “does not believe in” Come 


munist doctrines, skirts perilously 


close to thought-control, and thus 
threatens the Bill of Rights. 

At any rate, one thing seems 
clear already. That is that to at- 
tempt to wipe out Corgmunist 
strength in the labor unions by 
legislation is a doubtful expert- 
ment. As Walter Reuther’s smash- 
ing victory in the auto workers 
has demonstrated, it is better to 
rely on the plain good sense of 
the rank and file of American 
labor.

THESE THINGS are true, but 
there is another difference  be- 
tween Russianism and American- 
ism —— between so-called Com- 
munism and Democracy—that is 
much more significant and a 
much greater danger to us. 

It is a thing that would han- 
dicap us in some degree in time 
ef war, and now handicaps us 
Areatly in this “cold war’— 
“which is a contest between 
ideologies. to gain the approval, 
good will and active support of 
all mankind. 

(If the 
lose, they are free to keep trying: 
if free men lose, they never get 
another chance. That is a thing 
to be remembered every mo- 
ment.) 

The great advantage of the Rus- 
fians is psychological. 
ler’s Youth and the Crusaders and 
the Mosiem Arabs who conquered 
their world, the Russians who are 
members of the Party are in- 
apired by an idea that seems to 
them more important than life. 

They are zealots — disciplined, 
wholly consecrated, well schooled. 
They obey in blind devotion: they 
are tireless workers; they never 
stop trying; and they _are deter. 
mined to win regardless of cost 
to themselves or others. 


WHAT HAVE WE to match 
such selfless devotion? 
answer, in time of peace, is noth- 
ing—or at best very little. 

Democracy doesn’t develop that 
kind of passion. It doesn't lend 
itself to tight and secret organi- 
ration. 

Its chief concern is the dignity 
and liberty of the individual and 
the preservation of his rights as 
a free man. 


To defend such a system, any 
man of understanding should 
be quick to fight and willing to 
make any sacrifice. We should 
pledge to it “our lives, our for- 
tunes and our sacred honor,” 
and mean it, as the Fathers did. 
For the free-born lose every- 
thing when they lose freedom. 

But Democracy encourages us 
to enjoy our freedoms—to take 
them for granted—and to assume 
that public servants will somehow 
reserve them for us without our 
elp. :
